He 1 hink s That the Officers Have Been 
Doing Their Duty, 

WASHINGTON, December 20.—Secretary 
Manning, in conversation today respecting the 
proposed examination by the senate into the 
working of the New York custom house. said 
that asthe executive officer, primarily re- 
sponsible for the execution of the tariff law, 
he should welcome the co-operation of a 
committee of the senate, if one be created to 
that end. He said, however, that during 
nearly all the present year an active in- 
guiry into the condition of the 
custom houses had been going on, 
under the initiation and supervision of his im- 
mediat« predecessor and himself, and that the 
result of that inquiry is exhibited in a volume 
of 890 printed pages, which, when examined 
by the senators, will disclose all the needed 
facts in regard to the custom houses up to Octo- 
ber last, and save the work of an examining 
committee. If there has been a defective ad- 
huiistiation since then, which had escaped his 
attention, he would be glad to know of it. <A 
resolution had been introduced in the house 
respecting an importation of glassware by L. 
Ichman, which, he said, would be promptly 
answered as soon as adopted and sent to him. 
Any other specific inquiries addressed to the 
cepartment by either house would receive im- 
mediate and thorough attention. Mr. Manning 
remarked that he had, in his annual report to 
congress, described his own ideal of the vvileo 
tor of customs at any of the gteat ports, and

THE WORK OF CONCRESS. 


The Number of Bills Introduced Thus Far— 
Other Matters. ' 

WASHINGTON, December 20.—Since the pres- 
€nt session of congress began, seven hundred 
and twenty-eight bills and joint resolutions 
have been introduced in the senate, and seven, 
One of which originated in the house, have 
been passed by that body. Twelve hundred 
and forty-seven executive messages, containing 
about fifteen hundred nominations, have been 
Sent in by the president to the senate, and have 
been referred to the proper committees, but no 
HeWinations have been confirmed. ‘Two trea- 
ties, one relating to the boundary line between 
this country and Mexico, and the other previ- 
ding for the settlements of claims of certain 
‘American citizens against Venezuela, has been 
Renite the senate for ratification. ‘T'wenty- 
four bills and joint resolutions have been in- 
ircduced in the house of representatives and 
fourtcen of which orinieated in ‘the senate, 
have been passed. Tomorrow an effort will be 
Wace in the house of representatives to secure 
the passage of the presidential succession bill 
trder a suspension of the rules.

The average crop condition in 1885 is given 
as 90 against 63 in 1684 and 90 in 1882, when 
the crop for 1882-3 was 6,992,000 bales. The 
estimate of the total supply reaches 7,837,000 
bales against 6,684,000 in comparison with last 
Season, and 7,776,000. in 1882-3. The Review 
concludes that the world’s consumption will 
not yary greatly cither from 6,000,000 
bales American cotton. This will stand in 
comparison with 5,711,000 bales last season and 
6,323,000 bales in 1881-2, the latter being the 
largest of any year on record.

The operator working Big Indian wire in the 
main éffice ofthe Western Union Telegraph 
company, New York, having overheard 
the message summoning Dr. Schley, 
at ked the operator at Big Indian about the 
case. Learning the situation of affairs, and 
appreciating the necessity of immediate medical 
treatment, he consulted with two brother op- 
erators on duty at the time, who had gradua- 
ted from amedical college in New York. 
These two operators then told the Big Indian 
operator what remedies should be applied and 
gave. full directions as to treatment, ete. 
Following their directions, -powerful 
émetics were administered, which proved ef- 
fective. They also prescribed yigorous rub- 
bing and whipping with small twigs, to keep 
the girlawake. Dr. Schley, who arrived an 
hceur later, said the girl’s life could not have 
becn saved had she not been treated so prompt- 
lv. This morning Miss Misner was pronounced 
to Le out of immediate danger.

AUTHORS’ RIGHTS. 


THE PROPOSED INTERNATIONAL 
COPYRIGHT REFORM!’ | 
SeenON 
Senator Hawley Pressing His Bill in the Senate—Op.- 
position Organized by Publishers—An Uapub- 
lished Letter From Charles Dickens on 
the Subject—Senator Evarts’ Speech. 


WASHINGTON, December 20,— [Special.] — 
The friends of international copyright legisla- 
tion have begun work early this session. Their 
plan is to get the Hawley bill through the sen- 
ateatan early day after the re-assembling of 
congress, 80 that it may have every possible 
oy} portunity in the house. 

Senator Hawloy is an earnest advocate of the 
propesed copyright reform. He has studied 
the question more closely, perhaps, than aby 
other member of congress. It was his desire 
that an invitation should be extended to those 
interested in the subject of bis bill to lay their 
views fully before the senate committee on 
patcnis, in whose’ hands the bill 
now rests. Accordingly, Mr. Platt. of 
Connecticut, the chairman of that 
committee, has given notice that any state- 
ments or reasons in reference to it will be con- 
sidered by the committee, whether offered in 
person or by Iciter. Mr. Platt is understood to 
be strongly in favor of the Hawley bill. Its 
passage through the senate is reasonably cer- 
tain, but trouble for the bill after it reaches 
the house is apprehended. But for.the bung- 
ling of Mr. Dorsheimer, who bad a similar bil] 
in charge in the house two years ago it would 
have been passed then. The measure is in 
better hands now and its prospects, on the 
whole, are good. 

While the authors and their friends are en- 
crgeticin presenting this question to con- 
gress they are met by a determined and well 
organized opposition. It is instigated and 
made formidable by pirate publishers who 
bave grown rich on the productions of unre- 
guited genius.

‘Their subsequent 
works have heen shrewdly protected in this 
country by simuitaneous productions and other 
devices of the poet and the musician to get a 
part of what really belongs to them.

SERMON PREACHED IN BROOKLYN 
TABERNACLE YESTERDAY. 


The Great Divine, After a Lecturing Tour, Return to 
Brooklyn, ahd Freaches a Masterly Sermon 
on} the Subject of the Temptations and 
Dangers of the Winter Season. 


BROOKLYN, N. Y., December 20.—[Special.] 
After preaching and lecturing in L5 cities of the 
union, the Rey. T. DeWitt Talmage, D. D., has 
returned to Brooklyn. He oceupied his palpit 
today, when Brooklyn tabernacle was crowded, 
many being unable to find seats. The subject 
of Dr. Talmage’s Sermon was: “The Winter. 
and How to Meet It.” His text was taken 
frem Matthew xxiv, 20: “Pray ye that your 
flight be not in the winter.” Following is the 
sermon in full: 

The inhabitants of the old cities were here 
told that they would have to fly for their lives. 
Such flight would be painful, even in the flush 
of spring time, but superlatively aggravating if 
in cold winter; therefore they were told to pray 
that their flight be notin the winter. There 
is something in the winter season that not only 
tests our physical endurance, but, especially ia 
the city, tries our moral character. It is the 
winter months that ruin morally and forever 
many of our young men. We sitin the house 
ona winter’s night, and hear the storm raging 
cn the outside and imagine the helpless crafts 
driven on the coasts; but if our ears were only 
good epough we could on any winter night 
hear the crash of a hundred moral shipwrecks. 

Many who came last September to town by 
the first of March will have been blasted. It 
only takes one winter to rain a young man. 
When the long winter evenings have come 
many of our young men will improve them in 
forming amore intimate acquaintance with 
beoks, contracting higher social friendships 
and strengthening and ennobling characters. 
But not so with all.. Iwill show you before 
i get through, that at*this season of the year 
temptations are especially rampant, and my 
counsel is, look out how you spend your win- 
ter nights. 

I remark first, that there is no season of the 
year in which vicious allurements are so act- 
ive, In warm weather places of dissipation 
win their tamest triumphs. People do not 
feel like going in the hot nights of summer 
among the blazing gaslights; or breathing the 
ietid air of assemblages. The receipts of most 
grog shopsin a December night, are three 
limes What they are in any night in July or 
August. I doubt not there are larger audi- 
ences in the Casinos in winter’ than 
in the. sunimer weather; Iniquity plies a 
mere profitable trade, December, 
January and February are harvest months for 
the devil. The playbills of the low entertain- 
ments then are more charming, the acting is 
more exquisite, the enthusiasm ofthe specta- 
tcrs more hewitching. Many a young man who 
makes out to keep right the rést ofthe year 
capsizes now. When he came to town in the 
antumn his eye was bright, his checks rosy, 
his step elastic; but before spring, as you pass 
him, you will say to your friend: “What is the 
matter with that young man?’ The fact is 
that one winter of dissipation has done the 
work of ruin. 

‘This is the season for parties, and if they are 
cftheright kind, oursopial ge uke 18 Muproy- 
ef them are not of the right kind, and our 
Vung people night after night are kept in the 
whirt of unfiealthy; evriftement, until their 
strength fails, and their spirits Drukce dawn 
and their taste for ordinary life corrupted; and 
by ithe time the spring weather comes, thev 
are inthe doctor's hands or sleeping in the 
cemetery. The certificate of their death is 
made cut, and the physician, out of regard for 
the ‘family, calls the disease by some 
Latin name, when the truth is that they died 
of too many parties. 

Away with these wine-drinking conviviali- 
ties! How dare you, the father of a house- 
hold, trifle with the appetites of our young 
people? Perhaps out of regard for the miais- 
ter or some other weak temperance man, you 
have the decanter in a side-room, where, after 
refreshments, only a sclect few are invited; 
and youcome back with a glare in your eye 
and astenchin your breath that show that 
vou have been out serving the devil. 
* ‘The excuse which Christian men often give 
for this is, that it is necessary after such late 
cating, by some sort of stunulant to he!p diges- 
ion. My plain opinion is thatif'a man have 
no more control over his appetite than to stalf 
himself until his digestive organs refuse to do 
their office, he ought not to call himse!f a man, 
Lut rather to class himself among the beasts 
that perish. I take the words of the Lord Al- 
mighty, and cry: “Woeto him that putteth 
the bottle to his neighbor’s lips.” 

Young man, take it as the counse! ofa friend 
when I bid you be cautious where you spend 
your winter evenings. Thank God that you 
have lived to see the glad winter daysin which 
your childhood was made cheerful by the faces 
of fathers and mothers, brothers and _ sisters, 
some of whom, alas! will never again wish you 
a “Happy New Year” or“A Merry Christmas.” 

Let no one tempt you out of your sobriety. 
I have seen respectable young men of the best 
families drunk on New Year’s day. The ex- 
cuse they gave for the inebriation was that the 
ledies insisted on their taking it. There have 
been instances where tbe delicate hand of 
weman hath kindled a young man’s taste for 
strong drink, who after many years, 
when the attractions of that 
holiday scene were all forgotten, crouched in 
her rags and her desolation and her woe, under 
the uplifted hand of the drunken tonster 
who, on that Christmas morning so long ago, 
tock the glass from her hand. And so the 
weinan stands on the abutment of the bridge 
on the moonlit night, wondering if down 
under the water there is not some quiet place 
for a broken heart. She takes one wild leap— 
and all is over! 

Oh, mingle not with the harmless beverage 
of vour festive scene this poison of adders! 
Mix not with the white sugar of the cup the 
snow of this awful leprosy! Mar not the clat- 
ter of cutlery at the holiday feast with the 
chnk of a madman’s chain! 

Stop and look into the window of that pawn- 
broker’s shop. Elegant furs. Elegant watches, 
Elegant scarfs. Elegant flates. People stand 
with a pleased look gazing at these things, but 
I look with a shudder as though I had seen 
into a window of hell. Whose elegant watch 
wasthat? It wasa drunkard’s. Whose fars? 
They belonged to a drunkard’s wife. Whose 
flute? Whose shoes? Whose scarf? They be- 
longed to a drunkard’s child. If I could I 
would take the three brazen; balls hanging at 
the door-way, and clang them together until 
thev teHed the awful knell of the drankard’s 
soul. The pawnbroker’s shop is only one eddy 
of the great stream of eae a drunkenness. 

Stand back, young man! Take not the first 
step in the path that leads here. Let not the 
flame of strong drink ever scorch your tongue. 
You may tamper with these things and escape, 
but your influence will be wrong. (an you 
not make a sacrifice for the good of others? 
When the gocd ship London went down, the 
captain was told that there wasa way of escape 
in cne of the life boats. He said: “No, I will 
vo down with the passengers.” All the world 
acknowledged that heroism. 

Can you not deny yourself insignificant 
indulgences for the good of others?, 
Be not allured by the fact that you drink only 
the moderate beverages. -You take only ale, 
ard a wan hes to drink a large amount of it to 
become intoxicated. Yes, bat there’s not in 
all the city today an inebriate that did not be- 
gin with ale. “XXX ;” what does that mark 
mean? “XXX” on the beer barrels; “X XX’ 
on the brewer's dray: “XXX” on the door of 
the gin shop; “XXX” om the side of 
the bottle. Not being able to find 
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| any one who could tell me what this mark 
means, Ihave had to guess that the whole 
thing wasan allegory: “XX X’—that is, thirt 
heart breaks, thirty agonies, ’thirty desola 
homes, thirty chances fora drunkard’s grave, 
thirty ways to perdition. “X XX!" If I were to 
write a story the first chapter would be 
“XXX;" the last the pawnbroker’s shop. Ba 
_Watchful, at this season all the allurements te 
dissipation will be eepecially busy. Let not 
your flight to hell be in the winter. 
also remark that your winter evenings, 

through their very length, allow great swing 
for indulgencies’ Few young men would have 
the taste to go to their rooms at seven o'clock 
and sit until eleven, reading Motley'’s Datch 
Republic or John Foster’s Essays. The youn 
men who have been confined to the store all 
day want fresh air and sight seeing; and they 
must go somewhere. The most of them have ofa 
winter’s evening, three or four hours of leisure. 
After the evening repast the young man puts 
on his hatand coat and goes out. “Come in 
here,” cries one form of allurement. “Come 
in here,” eries another. “Go,” says Satan; 
“you Ought to see for yourself.” “Why 
don’t you go?” says a comrade, “it 
isashame fora young man to be as green as 
you are. By this time you onght to have seen 
everything.” 

Especially is temptation strong when busi- 
ness is dull. [have noticed that men spend 
more money when they have little to spend. 
The tremendous question to be settled by our 
great populace, day by day, is, how to geta 
livelihood. Many of our young men just star- 
ting for themselves are very much discouraged. 
‘They had hoped before this to have set upa 
household of theirown. But their gains have 
been slow, their discouragements many. 

The young man can hardly take care of 
himeelf. How can he take care of another? 
And, to the curse of medern society, before a 
young man is able to set up a home of his own, 
he is expected to have enough to support in 
idleness somebody -else, when God intended 
that they should hégin together and jointly 
earn a liveliheed. Se, many of our young mon 
are utterly discougaged and utterly unfit te 
resist temptation. 

The time when the pirate bore down upon 
the ship was when its sails were down and it 
was making no headway. People wish they 
had mere time tothink. The trouble is. in 
dull times, that people have too much time to 
think. Give to many of our commercial men 
tle four hours of these winter nights, with 
nothing to divert them, and before spring they 
will have lodgings in an insane asylum. 

I remark further that the winter is especial- 


' ly trying to the moral character of our young 


men, because some of their homes in winter 
are especially unattractive. Ino summer they 
can siton the steps or have a bouquet in the 
vase on the mantel, and the evenings are so 
short that soon after gaslight they feel like re- 


tiling. Parentsdo not take enough pains to 
niake these long winter nights attractive, 

It is strange that old people know so little 
about young people. One would think’ that 
they had never been young themselves, bué 
had been born with their spectacles on. It ig 
dolcrous for young people to spend the three 
or feur hours of a winter’s evening with 
parents who sit talking over their own ail- 
ments and misfortunes and the nothingness of 
this world. How dare you talk such blas- 
phemy? 4iod was busy six days in making 
the world, and has allowed it ts 
bang six thousand years .on his. holy heart; 
and that world hath fed you and clothed you 
antl shone on you for fifty years, and yet you 
talk about the nothingness of this world! De 
sit a whole evening and near you groan sv0uL 
this magnificent star-lighted,sun-warmed,show- 
er-baptized, flower-strewn, angel-watehed, God- 
inhabited planet? From such homes young 
men make a wild plunge into dissipation. 
Many of you have the means—why do you 
not buy them a violin or a pictare? or have 
your daughter eultured in music until she can 
help to make home attractive? There are ten 
theun;and ways of lighting up the domestic cir- 
cle. It requires no large income, no big 
house, no rich ~wardrobe, He chased 
silver, no gorgeous upholstery, Dut a parental 
heart awake to its duty. Have a doleful iome 
and your children will not stay init, though 
you bleck up the door with Bibles, and tie fast 
to them a million catechisms. I said to a man: 
“This is a beautiful tree in front of your 
house.” He answered with a whine: “Yes; but 
it will fade.” I said to him: “You have a beau- 
tiful garden.” He replied: “Yes, but it will 
rerish.” JI found eut afterwards that his son 
was a vagabond, and I was not surprised at it. 
You cannot groan men into decency, but you 
can groan them out of it. 

“Pray ye that your flight 
the winter.’.Arm yourself against the 
cspecial temptations of this season. 
Poets and painters have represented 
sentan as horned and hoofed. If I werea poat I 
should describe him with manners polished t> 
the last perfection; hair flowing in graceful 
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ringlets; eye a little bloodshot, but floating in 
bewitching languor: bands soft and diamoned 
step light and artistic; voice mellow as a flute; 
hoot elegantly shaped; conversation facile, care- 
fully toned and Frenchy; breath perfamed un- 
iil it would seem that nothing had ever touched 
his lips but balm and myrrh. But his heart I 
would encase with the scales of a monster, then 
fill with pride, with beastliness of desire, 
with recklessness, with hypocrisy, with 
death. ‘Then I would have him teuched with 
some rod of disenchantment until his two eyes 
weuld become the cold orbs of the adder; and 
on his lip would come the foam of raging in- 
tcxication; and to his feet the spring of the 
panther; and his seft hand would become the 
clammy hand of a wasted skeleton: while sud- 
denly from bis heart would burst in erackling 
and all-deyouring fury the unqtenchable 
fisme: and in the affected lisp of his tongue 
would come the kiss of the worm that never dies. 
Rut. until disenchanted, nothing but myrrh 
and balm and ringlet and diamond and flute- 
like voice and conversation aromatic, facile 
and Frenchy. as 

©. it is beautiful to see a young man living @ 
life of purity, standing upright Where thous- 
ends of other young men fall! You — will 
move in honorable circles all your days, and 
some old friend of your father will meet you 
end say: “My son.how glad lamto see you 
look so well. Just like your father, for all the 
world. I thought you would turn out well 
when I used to hold you on my knee.” 

But here is a young man who takes the oth- 
er route. The voices of sin charm him away. 
He reads bad books, lives in vicions circles, 
loses the glow from his cheek, the sparkle from 
his cye, and the purity from his 
soul. The good shun him. Down 
Le goes, little by little. They who knew him 
when he came to town, while et lingering on 
his head wes a pure mother’s blessing, and on 
b's lip the dew of a pure sister's kiss, now pass 
him and say: * What an awful wreck!” His 
eyes bleared with frequent carousals, his cheek 
«bruised in the grog-shop fight, his lip swol- 

len with evil indulgences. Look out what hg 

say to him; for a trifle he will take your life. 

Lower down and lower down until, outcast of 
Ged and man, he lies in the almshouse a bloteh 

of leathsemeness and pain. Sometimes he 

calls out for God, and then for more drink. 

New he prays, now curses, now laughs as 
fiends laugh. Tlien bites his nails to the 

quick. Then runs both hands through the 
shock of hair that hangs about his head like 
the mene of a wild beast. Then shivers until 
the cot shakes with unutterable terror. Then, 

with uplifted fist, fights back the devils or 
clutches the serpents that seem winding him 
in their coil. Then asks for water, which is 
instantly consumed by his cracked lips.

The Dakotan statesmen attempted in their 
bill of rights to insert a clause that practi- 
cally asserted the right to establish a state at 
their own pleasure; but the cooler heads 
among them convinced the convention that 
such a provision would be fatal to their am- 
bition, and it was abandoned. Senator 
Butler is not, however, satisfied with the 
shape of things in Dakota, and he has pre- 
sented a resolution directing the committee 
on territories to ‘‘inguire and report by what 
authority a so-called legislature has been or- 
ganized in the territory of Dakota, and 
whether such organization was not calcula- 
ted to bring about a confliet of authority 
prejudicial to good order in that territory.’’ 

As congress Is the only power authorized to 
admit astate, andas Dakota is not prepared to 
become an independent republic, no great 
ireuble is likely to arise over the matter ; but 
congress would do well to look into the pre- 
viousness of the people in the land of bliz- 
vards, and define just what authority is 
needed from congress before steps shall be 
taken to organize a new state. The cause of 
orderly administzation demands action of 
this nature, and Senator Butler has spoken 
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‘The Seve Riulinastan Situation. 

When Austria and Russia forced Servia 

ul Bulgaria to accept an armistice, the sit- 
uaiion was this: Prince Alexander at the 
head of forty-five thousand victorious Bulga- 
rams was about liret in Servia. It is over 
the line only a few wiles, hewever. The 
Bulgarians are holding the ground they won. 
They are, in other words, in Servia. A. Ser- 
vian army, on the other hand, ie a few miles 
ever the line in Bulgaria, near Widdin, 
which they. were menacing when they 
were stopped by the armistice. ;If the 
war had gone on, any Bulgarian  vic- 
tory in the _ neighborhood of  VDirot 


would perhaps have been offset with the loss of 


Widdin or adjacent territory. The two ar- 
mies are in each other’s territory, and there 
they will remain until the armistice is ended. 

In the meanwhile the powers propose to 
settle the matter. Arrangements have been 
perfected for a congress of powers to be held 
at Vienna early next month. This congress 
is expected to settle the terms of peace be- 
tween the two Balkan belligerents, and also 
to modify the Berlin treaty to suit the situa- 
tion. Bulgaria wants her acguisition of 
Reoumelia sanctioned, and Servia wants a 
slice of Bulgarian territory. Austria is at- 
tending to Servia’s interests, and Russia is 
watching all opportunities. The two powers 
are, in fact, in this struggle as much as if 
they had armies in the field. 


An Arkansas Tragedy. 

A recent murder near Pine Bluff, Ark., 
has some very sensational features connected 
with it. 

The murdered man, D. Boyd Smith, a 
prominent planter, was shot dead in his yard 
one night, and all the evidence tended to fix 
the guilt upon William Lasley, a merchant 
in the neighborhood. Smith made a dying 
statement. He said that Lasley shot him in 
order to get the plantation on which he lived. 
He said that certain letters in the possession 
of the county treasurer would explain every- 
thing. 

On the preliminary trial the letters refer- 
red to were read in evidence. They were 
written by Lasley to Mrs. Smith, the wife of 
the dead man. They contained assurances 
of the most ardent affection, and urged her 
to hurry up her divorce suit against Smith, 
sothat she would be free to marry Lasley. 
The evidence-further showed that Smith had 
im some way obtained possession of these let- 
ters and hé had notified his wife that if she 
persisted in her suit everything should be 
made public, thus defeating her case. 
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avoid exposure and to enable him to marry 
Mrs..Smith. The court required bail in the 
sum of $5,000, which at last accounts had 
not been given. The prominence of the par- 
ties gives interest to the case. Smith wasa 
Virginian, of good family and well-to-do. 
Lasley stood well as a business man, and the 
lady who is at the bottom of the whole affair 
isa very charming woman. Great excite- 
ment prevails around Pine Bluff, but the 
people express their willingness to allow the 
law to take its conrse, When all the facts 
come out it is expected that the story will 
rival in its murderous wickedness anything 
ever penned by a Braddon or a Gaborian. 


Ahead of His Age. 

It seems impossible to regulate the insane 
asylums in some parts of the country. 

Kecently a case of outrageous persecution 
has come to light near Philadelphia. A Mr. 
William Getzman, an estimable gentleman 
of great wealth, has been locked up in an 
asylum upon the most ridiculous pretext im- 
aginable. Without going into all the details, 
itis enough to say that Mr. Getzman be- 
lieves that the earth is a gigantic cube. It 
may strike the careless reader that there is 
nothing dangerous in such a belief. In point 
of faét there is not, but it must be borne in 
mind that Mr. Getzman is under the im- 
pression that the ‘‘eorners of the earth’’ are 
in his way at times, and his efforts to.get 
around them have caused his friends consid- 
erable embarrassment.

Subscriber, Ocala, Fla.: In this warm cli- 
mate Il find it difficult to keep paste and giue in 
good condition. It soon becomes offensive. and 
the bugs attack my wall paper. Is there any 
remedy ? 

If when making the paste or glue asmall quan- 
lity of carboljc, acid is added, it will keepsweet and 
free from offensive smells, A few drops added to 
mucilage or ink prevents mould. in, whitewash- 
ing the cellar and dairy, if an ounce of earbolic 
acid is added to each gallon of Wash i will prevent 
mould, and also the disagreeable taints aften per- 
ceived in meats and milk from damp apartments. 
Another great advantage in the use of carbolic acid 
in paste for wall paper and in whitewash is that it 
will drive away cockroaches and other insect pests. 
The cheapest aud best form of carbolie acid is the 
erystals, which dissolye in water or liquefy at an 
excess of temperature. ‘

Atlanta’s Local Option Question, 
From the New York Herald. 

The decision rendered ye terday by United States 
Judge McCay onthe Atlanta prohibition issue is 
open to question. Thelaw prohibits the sale of 
foreign but permits the sale of Georgia wines in the 
state. Judge McCay holds that thi 
stitutional discrimination against the products of 
other states, and this part of the lawis void. No 
wines, native or foreign, he says, may be sold. But 
he sustains the statute. The effeet of 
the decision obviously isto make the law more 
stringently prohibitory than was intended by the 
legislature when it was enacted or by the people 
when it was yoted on. 

The growing tendency in both federal and state 
courts of late has been to set aside entirelya law 
found to be unconstitutional in part. The feature 
of the Georgia law which Judge MeCay holds un- 
constitutional essentially affects the whole law. 
The part of the statute which he upholds is not 
the law -that the legislature passed nor 
the law that the people yoted on. it 
may be that neither the legislature nor the people 
at the polls would have consented to a law prohib- 
iting the sale of native wines. It .may be that 
they consented to this law only because of the ex- 
ception in favor of home products. We do Kot con- 
sider the decision sound either in law or reason.
